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VISIT OF S.G. RAYBOULD,* B.SC. (ECON.), PH.D., LONDON 
(October 1llth-15th 1959)

I have been asked to write a short article on Dr, Raybould and al- 
though I have not been privileged to meet him, personally, I have cer- 
tainly met him through his writings, 


In my reading of British Adult Education while studying in England, 
his ideas on such matters as academic standards in university adult 
courses, aims and purposes of adult education, place of the universities 
in adult education, the work of the WEA (Workers*® Educational Association 
- one of Britain's outstanding voluntary organizations in the field of 
liberal adult education over the past fifty years), and methods in adult 
teaching were very much in evidence, 


Besides numerous pamphlets and articles in educational journals, 
he has written several books; e.gs THE APPROACH TO WEA TEACHING (1947), 
THE WEA = THE NEXT PHASE (1949), THE ENGLISH UNIVERSITIES AND ADULT 
EDUCATION (1951), and more recently edited, TRENDS IN ENGLISH ADULT 
EDUCATION (1959). 


Persons such as Dr. Roby Kidd of the CAAE and those in university 
circles who have met Dr. Raybould on this Continent, have the highest 
praise for his scholarship and insight into the problems of university 
work with adults, 


Dr, Raybould's visit is the result of Professors O*Brien and Pot= 
ter having met him at academic meetings held during the summer of 1958 
in Banff and Edmonton, and an invitation from Dean Rae when it was 
known that he was going to be on this side of the Atlantic in the Fall 
OL-.* SS, 


At two afternoon Faculty Teas, he will deliver and conduct two 
lecture=discussions on "The Role of the University in Adult Education 
~ An English View", and “Teaching Adults in the University Setting", 
I hope we make the most of his visit, details of his schedule will be 
circulated by Dean in the near future,

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THE GROWING ENROLMENT 


Last year, after exhaustive study, the Planning Committee estimated that 
if we completed the sixth floor for the library, doubled our records 
staff, increased the staffs of our Counselling, bookstore and accounts, 
we could increase the Day College from 1300 to 1800 while holding our 
position in the Evening Division, As of September 18th, we had accepted 
1555 Day student$ almost halfway to this estimate — and we have not 
acquired any of the $@rely needed staff, or facilities, We have, in 
fact, been pushed to an almost untenable administrative position, 


Another serious concern is the number of students who were not admitted 
to any University because they had supplemental examinations, These 
students constitute a backlog which will be in competition with next 
year’s graduating classes for college entrance, Based on this trend, 

it is estimated that 50% of the students applying to University next 
year will not be granted admission, It seems that while we have met 
the need in the area of evening education for degree work, we face a 
serious and tragic situation in the Day College, 


For the lecturer who has vacant seats in his class, all this might be 
difficult to understand, but in attempting to accept as many of these 
young people as possible ~ and filling the vacant seats — freshman were 
forced to accept programs that were not completely satisfactory for 
first year students, Serious as this problem is, it is not as desperate 
as the facilities and staff problems outlined earlier, It is only by 
an examination of the total situation that one can gain perspective on 
this problem,
